DRIVING  INSTRUCTIONS 


I.  FROM  THE  EAST  or  WEST,  via  Mass.  Pike:   Take  Exit  4  (1-91)  and  follow  directions 
in  III-A&B  (From  the  south),  below. 

II.  FROM  THE  NORTH,  via  1-91:   Take  Exit  20  (Rtes.  5  &  9)  and  continue  south  on  Rte.  5 
(King  St.)  to  3rd  traffic  signal  at  jctn,  with  Rte.  9.   Turn  right  and  proceed  as 
in  III-B,  below. 

III.  FROM  THE  SOUTH,  via  1-91: 

A)  Take  Exit  18  (Rte.  5)  and  turn  left.   Continue  north  on  Rte.  5,  which  becomes 
Pleasant  St.,  for  .8  ra.  to  1st  traffic  signal  at  jctn.  with  Rte.  9.   Turn  left 
on  Rte.  9  (Main  St.) 

B)  Continue  west  on  Main  St.  for  .3  m.  to  next  traffic  signal  (jctn.  Rtes.  9,10,66). 
Go  straight  ahead  on  Rte.  9  (now  Elm  St.),  and  Immediately  bear  left  at  another 
signal  onto  Rte.  66  (West  St.),  keeping  the  campus  on  your  right.   Just  opposite 
Forbes  Library,  the  large  stone  building  on  the  left,  bear  right  into  Green  St. 
The  Center  for  the  Performing  Arts  is  at  the  end  of  Green  St.,  on  the  left. 

PARKING  is  available  in  the  2  lots  marked  on  the  map:   (1)  the  large  lot  on  the  main  campus 
(enter  through  gates  at  head  of  Green  St.;  the  posted  restrictions  in  this  lot  do  not 
apply  on  weekends);  or  (2)  in  the  CPA  lot  off  Belmont  Ave.  (turn  left  off  Green  St., 
then  right  into  drive  just  east  of  yellow  house) .
